Dates and p laces of 
hearings were not finally decided, 
but New York, Los 
Angeles and 
the nation’s capital 
were rep orted 
the most likely first p rosp ects. 
Some of the 
hearings, it was re­ 
ported. may be telev ised. 
Hendrickson said that ju venile 
delinqu ency is now “ at one of the 
all-time p eaks.” He said more than 
one million children in their teens 
or you nger get into trou ble with 
the law each year. At the p resent 
rat« of increase, he said, the nu m­ 
ber wou ld reach 1 4 million by 
1960.

Chile Spurns Peron Follower

While dictato rship thriv es in so me Latin A m ­ 
erican natio ns, Chile has just taken a step which 
sho ws that co untry to be a lo ng w ay fro m giving 
up its demo cratic system — ev en tho ugh it re­ 
cently elected President Ibanez who has certain 
dictato rial antecedents. 


One o f Ibanez’s stro ngest suppo rters has been 
M aria De La Cruz, so metimes called the Eva 
Pero n o f Chile and the o nly r o m a n in high o ffice 
ir, Chile. So no ra Da La Cruz was elected to the 
senate to take the seat left vacant by General 
Ibanez when he was elected president. In her 
electio n campaign she charged the o ppo sitio n 
with scandals, co rruptio n, and ro bbery. 


Sho rtly after assuming o ffice, ho wev er, she 
became the center o f scandals herself. She be­ 
gan to acquire pro perty to such an extent that 
it aro used public suspicio n and ev entually led 
to her po litical demise. 


Amo ng o ther things, the new lady senato r 
began a series o f trips to Bueno s Aires, where 
she w as the special guest o f President Pero n and 
where she received mo ney to pro mo te the cause 
o f Pero nism amo ng Chilean wo men. 


Meanwhile, it also became kno w n that she 
had used her go v ernment po sitio n to influence 
go v ernm ent co ntracts. 


When these facts came to light, a gro up o f 
wo men suppo rters o f Senato r De La Cruz to o k 
the unusual step o f circulating a petitio n de­ 
m anding that she be expelled fro m the Chilean 
senate. 


The issue was extrem ely im po rtant, first be­ 
cause the lady senato r had been o ne o f the mo st 
po pular figures in Chile, seco nd because she was 
the leader o f the pro -Pero n mo v ement. Despite 
this, the Chilean senate v o ted to expel her—an 
indicatio n no t o nly o f Chilean ho nesty but o f 
Pero n's weakness in Chile. 


Mother of Toda y Ha s Better 


Cha nce At Child birth 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


The m o ther o f to day is safer in childbirth and 
less likely to suffer sev erely than ev er befo re 
in the histo ry o f the wo rld. 
Only 75 years ago child-bearing was a risky 
business, childbed fev er was widespread and 
highly fatal, blo o d transfusio n which no w saves 
so m any lives was no n-existent, and Caesarean 
sectio n was to o dangero us to co ntemplate. 


To day, in the United States, few er than two 
m o thers die in each tho usand deliveries, and this 
can be even further reduced as facilities are 
extended. No t so lo ng ago mo st babies were bo rn 
in the ho me. To day mo re than fo ur o ut o f five 
are bo rn in a ho spital, and this ratio is even 
higher in the cities. 


This change is partly respo nsible fo r the great 
im pro v em ent because 
m any 
safeguards 
hav e 
been built up in go o d ho spitals fo r m aternity 
care, and, o bvio usly, ho spitals and their facili­ 
ties can o ffer aid 
in 
emergencies 
o f m any 
mo thers. 


This is particularly true, perhaps, fo r blo o d 
transfusio n which can be given pro mptly in a 
ho spital fo r all bleeding 
in 
deliv ery which 
fo rm erly to o k so m any lives. 


Equally gratifying has been the great im pro v e­ 
m ent in the results o f Caesarean sectio n, that 
kind o f o perativ e deliv ery in which the baby is 
taken directly fro m the wo mb. The metho ds o f 
perfo rm ing this o peratio n 
and 
the skill with 
w hich it is do ne hav e so impro v ed that in m any 
places tho usands o f o peratio ns hav e been re­ 
po rted w itho ut a single death to the mo ther. 
But it js no t o nly in 
saving 
the 
lives o f 
m o thers during childbirth that pro gress has been 
made. The pains o f giving birth hav e thro ugh 
all histo ry been v iewed w ith v arying amo unts 
o f dread as the date appro ached. This fear is 
no lo nger justified. 
Fea r Increa ses Pa in 
F ear itself tends to increase the pains o f labo r, 
and co nsequently, the establishm ent o f a calm 
appro ach to this natural ev ent is to be culti­ 
v ated by bo th pro spective m o ther and physician 
alike. Increased reco gnitio n to abo lishing tense­ 
ness as lao o r appro aches is o ne o f the advances 
o f recent years. 
But to day, also , the m o ther in childbirth do es 
no t hav e to rely o n calmness and fo rtitude alo ne 
since m any excellent metho ds o f reducing the 
pain are available. It is no t necessary fo r the 
m o ther 
to 
try to 
select 
her 
fav o rite 
pain- 
reliev er as the result o f go ssip because sev eral 
metho ds are almo st equally go o d and the phy- 
sican in charge o f deliv ery can suit it to the 
o ccasio n and his o wn experience. 


Fa teful Fa ll For Indo-China 


In a w ay it is fo rtunate that go o d fighting 
w eather returns to w et-and-dry Indo -China in 
September. Fo r we will get a chance to see just 
ho w m uch help the Red Chinese intend to ex­ 
tend the rebel Co mmunist Viet M inh fo rces. 
President Eisenho wer has put the Chinese o n 
no tice that their pro fessio ns o f peace will be 
judged as much by w hat they do in Indo -China 
as by the truce they hav e nego tiated in Ko rea. 
Sho uld Mao Tse-tung pro ceed to thro w heav y 
suppo rt to tiie Viet Minh, we m ay fairly co nclude 
he is simply exchanging o ne w ar fo r ano ther and 
is in no real sense interested in ending unrest in 
turbulent Asia. 


M ilitary autho rities reco gnize tlie co ming te;-t 
as critical fo r these and o ther reaso ns. The Viet 
M inh are stro nger and better trained than ever, 
while the French are fagged after seven years’ 
fighting and are no t getting a really big bo o st 
fro m nativ e Viet Namese tro o ps. 
In Indo -China, vital key to So utheast Asia, 
this fall co uld be the decisive seaso n.

Dea th From ’Broken Hea rt' 


Is Result of Phy sica l Ca use 


‘‘Do cs excessive grief, wo rry, anger o r rem o rse 
hav e any direct effect o n the heart?” asks Mrs. 
M. C. “If no t, w hat causes the pain which seems 
to o riginate in the heart, extend to the sho ulder, 
and then o n do wn the upper left arm? Relief 
co mes o nly after co mplete peace o f mind has 
been resto red. 
* 
“Is there really such a thing as a bro ken heart? 
We o ften read o f o ld peo ple dying o f bro ken 
hearts after their lifelo ng mates hav e departed.” 
The sev eral questio ns co ntained in this letter 
are indeed interesting. First, it sho uld be said 
that a “bro ken h eart” in the sense in which this 
wo rd is used by Mrs. C. is no t reco gnized as a 
definite disease by physicians. W hen so meo ne is 
said to hav e cued o f a bro ken heart fo llo wing the 
lo ss o f a life-lo ng mate, so me physical cause must 
be held respo nsible. 
Ho wever, it is co ming to o e held mo re and 
mo re by medical men that wo rry, excessive 
grief, o r o ther emo tio nal upsets, hav e a direct 
effect o n num ero us bo dily functio ns. Co nse­ 
quently, if the heart, the nerv o us system o r the 
digestive tract are already disturbed by disease 
o r injury, they m ay be harm fully affected by 
grief, anger o r wo rry, po ssibly even to the stage 
o f bringing death earlier than it wo uld o ther­ 
wise hav e o ccurred. 
The first part o f Mrs. C.’s letter describes 
sympto ms which are typical o f tho se o f angina 
pecto ris, and fo r purpo ses o f this discussio n it 
may be assumed that it is angina which is o ccur- 
ing. It has lo ng been reco gnized that in angina 
the emo tio ns play a tremendo us pint in the 
appearance o f sympto ms.

; the o utlo o k is by no means so dark as was fo r­ 
m erly believed. Indeed, medical annals co ntain 
: the reco rds o f peo ple who hav e had angina pec­ 
to ris fo r mo re than 25 vears.

U. S. Arm y has ado pted a po licy o f no t rev Bal­ 
ing ho w' much, returned priso ners o f w ar will 
co llect in back pay. Main reaso n: to pro tect 
POW ’s fro m co nfidence men. It’s also co nsidered 
necessary to avo id hard feelings amo ng the 
men themselves. 
There are pay facto rs which v ary w ith each 
so ldier, such as ho w lo ng he has been in service, 
ho w much allo tment is being sent to his family. 
It’s no t even certain that Maj. Gen. William 
Dean, the hignest ranking American POW, will 
get the mo st back pay. It has been estimated 
that he m ight draw as much as $30,000, but this 
figure co uid be way o ff. So me o f the full 
co lo nels who had been priso ners fo r lo nger 
perio ds might draw even mo re than Dean. 
The plan no w is to give each POW $150 as 
so o n as lie is released, then settle in full after 
returnees reach the U. S. By law, a man co uld 
demand full back pay at o nce, but it’s no t ex­ 
pected m any will ask immediate settlement.

U. S. Cham ber o f Co mmerce has taken o v er the 
D epartm ent o f Co mmerce cho re o f issuing a 
calendar o f special days, weeks and mo nths to r 
business pro mo tio n.
